B r i s t o l Township’s bulging 
school buildings will be more 
crowded next year. In fact, the 
enrollment projection for 1963-64 
will required the hiring of 29 new 
teachers at a cost of at least 
$136,300 to the taxpayers. 


This was the word last night 
from District Superintendent Rob­ 
ert P. Martin, in his pre-budget 
report to the township school 
board. 
Despite the anticipated increase 
of 756 students next year, no new 
buildings are being contemplated 
by either the administration or 
the school directors. 
Temporary Rooms 


To make room for the enroll­ 
ment jump, additional temjxirary 
classrooms will be set up in all­ 
purpose r o o m s of elementary 
schools. On the secondary level, 
there will be no ninth grade stu­ 
dents in Woodrow Wilson High 
School next year. 
The present enrollment in Bris­ 
tol Township — the biggest school 
„ 
district in Bucks County — is (by a British army doctor from 
11,710 students.

BENGHAZI, Libya (UPD-Hun- 
dreds of persons were reported 
today to have been killed or in­ 
jured in an earthquake that shat­ 
tered the Mediterranean resort 
town of Barce, 55 miles northeast 
of here. 
The United States and Britain 
rushed doctors and medical equip­ 
ment to aid survivors of the 
quake, which shook the town of 
3,000 persons late yesterday.

were killed and 500 injured by 
the quake. British headquarters 
here said IOO persons were known 
dead and many others were be­ 
lieved buried in the rubble. 


Officers of both nations offered 
medical aid, and the British army 
sent two doctors with an ambu­ 
lance and a small detechment of 
troops to Barce as soon as the 
extent of the disaster became 
known. 
Planes from Wheelus Field flew 
in a party of Libyan doctors led

Carl Stroup, 755 Brown St., Tul­ 
lytown, is proud of his 1800 edi­ 
tion of the New York Gazette, 
which he keeps preserved in a 
glass frame. 
The Jan. 4 edition carries news 
of the Napoleonic Wars and other 
historic happenings at that time, 
right at the turn of the century. 
However, this is not what has 
kept Stroup from selling the old 
newspaper, for which he was of­ 
fered as much as $150. 


Funeral Description 


The newspaper carries eulogies 
by the President and the Senate 
of the United States, and funeral 
description of whom he says is 
‘the greatest man of all time." 
The newspaper carries the obi­ 
tuary of General George Wash­ 
ington, who died Dec. IS, 1799. 
"For this reason, and the fact 
that it has been in my family ever 
since the day it was purchased 
from a newsstand back in 1800, 
"Stroup said, "I wouldn’t sell it 
for any amount of money.” 


Birthday Today 


Today is George Washington’s 
birthday. And every year at this 
time, Stroup and his mother, 76- 
year-old Mrs.EIsie Walters take 
the old edition from its storage 
place and read the eulogies ami 
funeral description of G e o r g e 
Washington’s burial. 
From its yellowing pages, reads 
this passage from the Senate of 
the United States, addressed to 
President John Adams; 
“The Senate of the U n i t e d 
States respectfully takes leave, 
sir, to express to you their deep 
regret for the loss their country 
has sustained in the death of 
George Washington. This event. 
so distressing to all our fellow 
citizens, must be peculiarly heavy 
to you who have been associated 
with him in deeds of patriotism 


and his example are their in­ 
heritance. 
President Adams’ answer read: 
“ Among ail our original associ­ 
ates, in the League of the Con­ 
tinent in 1774, which first express­ 
ed the sovereign will of a Free 
Nation in America, he was the 
only remaining in the General 
Government. 
The life of our WASHINGTON 
cannot suffer by comparison with 
those of other countries, who 
have been most celebrated and 
exalted by Fame. The attributes 
and decorations of Royalty could 
only have served to eclipse the 
majority of those virtues, which 
made him, from being a model 
citizen, a more resplendent lumi 
nary.

How many 
Americans 
can 
trace their family history back 
to the lifetime of George Wash­ 
ington? 
A 10-year-old Morrisville boy, 
Peter Danbury, can not only 
do that, but he can also go 
back in history to the time one 
(rf his ancestors was rescued by 
none other than General Wash­ 
ington himself. 
Peter, a fifth grade student 
at M. R. Reiter School. Morris­ 
ville, explained how his class 
has recently studied Washing­ 
ton, leading up to the anniver­ 
sary of George’s birthday to­ 
day. 
“Particularly Interested" 
5‘I’ve been particularly inter­ 
ested," he said, 
"because of 
what happened to one of my 
great - great - great grandfa­ 
thers." 
Peter, son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Joseph Danbury, of 643 
Hill­ 
crest Ave., told about the “big- 
day in the life" of another 10- 
year old boy, one of his ances­ 
tors. 
Peter's mother, the former 
Loretta Foreey of Tyrone, Pa., 
is an ancestor of Thomas For- 
cee, born of French parents in 
1766. The Forcey family traces 
its lineage back to early Amer­ 
ican 
times. 
The 
name 
has 
changed slightly from Forcee to 
Forcey. 
As a child, Thomas Forcee 
was taken captive along with 
his parents by the Indians in 
North Caroba around 1776—the 
time of the Revolution. 
Finally Escapes 
“Several times he attempted to 
escape, was recaptured, but was 
finally successful in escaping," 
a history of the family reads. 
To do this, young Thomas 
concealed himself in the woods 
and escaped by foot to New 
Jersey. He continued to hide out 
in the forests, alluding the In­ 
dians. 
One day during the winter of 
1776-77, Thomas heard the sound 
of horses hoofs. He was fright­ 
ened at first, but decided to 
peer from his place of hiding 
to see who it was. The man on 
horseback was a tall, white 
man — not an Indian. Thom­ 
as was elated. 
“Running out to ask for help," 
“the history 
reads. 
“Thomas 
found that the man was George 
Washington." 
Surprised And Happy 
Thomas, completely surprised 
and happy, excitedly told Gen­ 
eral 
Washington 
about wiu't

had happened to him, 
while 
Washington drank from a near­ 
by spring. Washington, in a fa­ 
therly gesture, allowed Thomas 
to hold his horses reins, the 
history tells. 
After hearing the lad’s story, 
Washington took him along to 
camp where he was made to 
feel safe. He eventually 
was 
made drummer 
boy to 
the 
troops and he acted in this ca­ 
pacity during the Battle of 
Brandywine in 1777, the history 
says. 
Thomas Forcee later was pro­ 
moted to the rank of messenger 
in Gen. Washington's Continen­ 
tal Army. 
DAR Marker 
Later. Thomas Forcee moved 
to Clearfield County, Pa. around 
1804. There he settled at “Polk’s 
Bottom," now Reedsville. The 
last years of his life were spent 
on a farm called “Fairview,’’ a 
mile or two from Dale’s Church 
in 
Bradford 
Township. 
Pa. 
where he was buried in 1865. 
A Daughters of the American 
Revolution marker was placed 
on his grave during the sum­ 
mer of 1924, noting the part he 
played in American history. 
The marker gives these sta­ 
tistics: 
“Thomas Forcee died Fob. 22. 
1865, Aged 99 years, one month 


and 27 days." The grave mark 
cr was placed by the Moshan­ 
non Chapter of the DAR of 
Pennsylvania. 


Family Tree 


Mrs. Danbury, a registered 
nurse at St. Francis Hospital, 
Trenton, said a sister of her s 
traced the family tree while 
at Penn State. The sister, Mrs. 
Dorothy Ohrtman of Harris­ 
burg, sent her a copy of it. 
She met Mr. Danbury while 
she worked as a nurse at Prin­ 
ceton, N.J. Danbury, a form­ 
er Morrisville councilman, is a 
supervisor at Public Service 
Electric Co., Trenton. 
Their son, Peter, seems fas­ 
cinated about this interesting 
part played by his ancestors in 
.American history. Peter knew 
quite a lot about Washington, 
including the fact that he was 
six feet, two inches tall and 
weighed 225 pounds.
